1 . FIPOOT (UKUN) HAVE MISOFP COPY OP TWO DRAFT SC 
RESOLUTIONS ON RHODESIA SANCTIONS WITH RELATION TO SOUTH APRICA. 

2. PIPOOT EXPLAINED DRAPT REGARDING OIL HAD NOT BEEN 
PINALLY APPROVED BY HMG BUT HAD ALREADY BEEN CLEARED PAIRLY 
PAR UP THE LINE. MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO DRAPT ON OTHER HAND, 
PIFOOT EXPHASIZED, HAD ONLY WORKING LEVEL APPROVAL IN 
PONOFP AT THIS STAGE. 

3. FIPOOT SAID HE NOT IN POSITION BE PRECISE ON ANTICIPATED
